In Greek Thucydides fo well and ſo lively expreſſes it, 
that | know not which is more a Poem, his deſcription, or that of Lu- 
cretins Tho' it muſt be ſaid, that the Hiſtorian had a vaſt advantage o- 
ver the Poet ; He having been prefent on the place, and aſſaulted by the 
diſeaſe himſelf, had the Horrour familiar to his Eyes, and alt the ſhapes 
ol the miſery ſtill remaining on his mind, which muſt needs make a great 
Impreſſion on his Pen and Fancy. . Whereas the Poet was forced to allow 
his foot-ſteps, and only workon that matter he allow'd him, This I ſpeak, 
becauſe it may in ſome meaſure too excuſe my own defects: For being ſo 
far removed from the place whereon the Diſcaſe atted his Tragedy; and 
time having denied us many of the Circumſtances, Cuſtoms of the Coun- 
try, and other ſmall things which vould be of great uſe to any one who if 
did intend to be perfect on the Subject; beſides, only writing by an Id. 
of that which I never yet ſaw, nor care to feel, (being not of the humour 
6 olf the Painter in Sir Philip Sidney, who thruſt himſelf. into the midſt of a 
| Fight, that he might the better delineare it.) Having, I ſay, all theſe 
Diſadvantages, and many more, for which I muſt only blame my ſelf, it 
cannot' be expected that I ſhould come near equalling him,in-whotn none of 
the contrary Advanages were wanting» Thus then, Sir, by emboldening 
me to this raſh Attempt, yeu have given opportunity tothe Greek and La- x 
tin to triumph over our Mot her. Tongue. Yer I would not have the Ho- 
nour of the Countries or Languages engaged in the Compariſon; but that 
the inequality ſhould reach no farcher than the Authors. But I have much 4 
reaſon to fear the juG Indignation of that excellent Perſon, ( the preſent | 
Ornament and Honour of our Nation) whoſe way of writing I imitate : For 
be may think himſelf as much injured by my following him, as were the ;

1 derates, with two thirds of their Forces, as before invaded Attica, under 
he CondutF of Archidamus, the Son of Zeuxidamis, King of Laczdemon, 
ond after they had encamped themſelves, waſted the Country about them. 

They had not been many days in Attica, when the Plague firſt began a-. 

wong the Athenians; ſaid alſo to have ſeized formerly on divers- other 

darts, ay about Lemnos, am elſewhtre; but ſo great a Plague, and Mor- 

ality of Men was never remembred to have hapned in any place before. 

For at firſt, neither were the Phyficiaus able to cure it, through igne- 

ance of what it was, but died faſteſt themſelves, as being the Men that 
oſt approached the Sick; nor any other Art of Man availed whatſoever. 

ll Supplications to the Gods, and enquiries of Oracles, and whatſoever 4 
ther means they nſed of that kind proved all unprofitable ; inſomuch as j 

abaued with the greatneſs of the evil, they gave them all over, It be- 

ran (by report) firſt, in that part of Ethiopia that lieth upon Egypt, 

pd thence fell down into Egypt and Africk, and into the greateſt part 

the Territories of the King.

reddiſh, liuid, and beflowred with little Pimples and Whelks; but ſo :

B this: For al, both Birds and Beaſts, that uſe to feed on Humane Fleſf, 
Fo = 2hough many Men lay abroad unburied, either came not at them, or taſte- 
ing Periſhed, An Argument whereof as touching the Birds, is the mani- 
© feſt defect of ſuch Fowl, which were not then ſeen, neither about the Car- 
caſſes, or any where elſe; but by the Dogs, becauſe they are familiar with 
Men, this Effect was ſeeu much clearer, So that this Diſeaſe ( to paſs 
over many ſtrange Particulars of the Accidents that ſome had differently 
from others) was in general ſuch as I have ſhewn ; and for other uſua 
_ Sicknzſſes at that time, no Man was troubled with any. Now they dye, 
Jome for want of Attendance, and ſomt again with all the Care and Phy- 
ſick that could be uſed. Nor was there any, to ſay, certain Medicine, tha 
applied, muff have helped them; for if it did good to one, it did h 
to another; nor any difference of Body for firength or weakneſt that wa 
able to reſiſt it; but it carried all away what Phyfick ſoauer was admini- 
fired. But the greateft miſery of all was the dejeFionof Mind in ſuch 4 
eund themſelves beginning to be ſick ( for they grew. preſently deſperate 
and gave themſelves over without any reſiſtance, ) as alſo their dyin,
